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Reasons For Allowance 



1 . The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as present in 
independent claim 1 , which include a light-speed controlling element disposed in front of 
the planar backlight for controlling a speed of incident light so that the incident light 
propagates parallel or substantially parallel to an optical axis. 

The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as present in 
independent claim 7, which include a light controlling element that transmits incident 
light of the planar light so that the incident light propagates parallel or substantially 
parallel to an optical axis.
